Before the @eparture of detach- 
ments of troops Saturday, the Lea- 
gue tried to arouse the soldiers 
against the expedition by spreading 
leaflets, and in some cases by per- 
sonal appeal. The soldiers marching 
to their trains paid no attention to 
the Communists and their efforts 
fell flat, 

Soldiers Ignore Teague 

The police quickly dispersed the 
League members. Similar efforts 
were made to induce workers to 
prevent troop ships from departing; 
they likewise paid no heed to the 
Communists. 

Although very acttve, the icague is 
a small body and it is not recognized 
by the official Laborites, who also 
have been bitteriy opposed to the 
preparations to meet the contingen- 
cles in China.
